obscene. Whole series of discourses 
are preached on subjects as “Night 
Life in Bingville,” “How Our Girls 
Are Ruined” and “Secrets of the 
Dance Halls.” And to help out the 
fascinating flow of nouns, verbs, ad- 
jectives and adverbs, and the chan- 
tanqual gyrations of the impassioned 
holy clerk, there is a gaudy emission 
of more or less agreeable and uplift- 
ing music. Many of the churches ad- 
vertise choirs as large as comic-opera 
choruses, and offer programmes as at- 
tractive as those of pop-concerts in 
the old days of malt liquor. 

But the advertisements are more 
interesting than the services, how- 
ever startling the latter may be. I 
always read these advertisements on 
Saturdays, and entertain myself by 
picking out a house of worship to at- 
tend on Sunday morning, if, per-

INTRODUCTION 
The purpose of these articles is to examine the 
motives of those who are identified with the anti-( ath- 
olic campaign in this country. That such a campaign 
is being made, actively and vigorously, is evident. Phat 
those who take part in it claim the highest motives is 
also evident, but it is not so easy to credit the purity of 
their motives when one has carefully studied their aims, 
their methods, their personalities, and the results which 
For the sake of brevity I am here citing 
six classes of people, plainly engaged in anti-Catholic 
activity, and am probing the motives which, ostensibly 
and otherwise, actuate them. My thesis is that no one; 
of these motives is sufficient to account for the violence | 
of the anti-Catholic attack, which is rather to be as- 
cribed to the combination and interplay of all of them. | 
That one class of anti-Catholic agitation shades off into, 
and merges with the next, will be evident to the reader. 
That all of these motives are reducible to one ultimate 
and ulterior motive is a theory which I shall prove in 
these pages. For having analyzed the motives of vari- 
ous anti-Catholic groups and classes, I shall make the 
synthesis of them all, which alone can account for the 
streneth and persistence of the anti-Catholic campaign. 
| shall illustrate and prove each point that | make 
by quotations from documents available to anyone who 
wishes to take the trouble to verify them. In so doing 
tT have but chosen one or two instances from the multi- 
tude at my disposal, so that my illustrations must not 
be regarded as exhausting the possibilities of such proof 
of the statements which | make. 


THE CONDITION AS [T EXISTS 


It is evident, to any one at all acquainted with the 
religious situation in the United States today, that there 


| is, on the part of Protestants, and non-Catholics in gen- 


eral, a deep-seated prejudice against the Catholic} 


'Church. This situation is taken advantage of by the) 


fanatic, by the unscrupulous politician, by the “ex- 
priest” out of a job, by many others who crave the door- 
receipts or the silver collection, by the socialist, by the 
morally corrupt. Socialism and politics especially are 
responsible for the formation of anti-Catholic societies 
and the presentation of anti-Catholic lecturers, and for 
the existence of anti-Catholic papers and magazines. 
A little study of the matter will convince any right- 
minded person that the alleged causes for this antipathy 
are not sufficient to explain its persistence. The “Re- 
formation” took place three hundred years ago, and, 
whatever may be said about the persecution of Protes- 
tants by Catholics, or of Catholics by Protestants at, 
that time, the mere memory of such bygone unhappiness | 
could not be enough to account for the feeling of Protes- 
tants against Catholics today, or vice versa. if such | 
were the case the former persecution of Protestant by 
Protestant (for example Calvinist by Lutheran, Baptist 
by Puritan, Anglican by Presbyterian) would suffice to 
make the pan-Protestant world much more of an house 
divided against itself than it actually is. The fact is 
that there have been no efforts made to keep those inter. 
Protestant animosities alive, but a persistent effort has 
been made, and is being made today, to keep alive, and 
at fever heat, the old friction between Protestant and 
Catholic. There has never been a day, since Luther 
nailed his theses to the Church door in Wittemberg, but 
that some anti-Catholic famatic has taken a shot at the 
Catholic Chareh.

“OPPORTUNITIES FOR LAY WORKERS.” 


More than one hundred replies have thus far been re- 
ceived from ladies and men who long to devote a part of their 
lives to sofhe form of mission work. This only makes clearer 
the need of a training school wherein these good people will 
be fitted for the work which they will be best qualified to 

ursue. Below we publish brief excerpts from some of the 

tters received. The reader will note that the applicants are 
imbued with the loftiest motives, and, therefore, the oppor- 
tunity should be afforded them of carrying out their desire. 
It is likely that many of the applicants could even now, with- 
out special training, be serviceable to pastors of large par- 
ishes. 

The following are only a few excerpts of letters from 
people who responded to the appeal for subjects made by the 
Alabama priest. This priest, the reader will remember, has 
organized a lay-sisterhood and brotherhood to work in diffi- 
cult missions, especially in the south. 

“IT have been working in an office for about twenty years, 
and am now forty years of age.

I long to do some form 
of missionary work.” 

“T am a young man, an ex-army officer, who have long 
wished to become a priest. At present [ serve from one to four 
Masses every morfiing before going to work. Is there room for 
me in the Mission Field?” 

“T am desirous of giving the balance of my life to the ser- 
vice of Christ as a lay-worker. | am forty-eight years old now, 
but in perfect health. I feel that the Lord wants me to work 
for Him.” 

“My present occupation is practical nursing, and I would 
like to spend my life in doing good, particularly in caring for 
the sick or aged. I am forty years old—too old to join a sister- 

ood ? 


“I am thirty-six years old; finished hig)-schoo!l, then taught 
in a rural district school for three years, Shen graduated from 
the Cincinnati Law School. Iam too old to study for the priest- 
hood, but would like to serve religion in some way.”
